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Loxpos, March 17.—[ Copyright. ]—The
White Star steamship Majestic, which is
pow endeavoring to break the record be-
tween Queenstown and Sandy Hook, may
grrive in New York with a tragedy on
board. Two of her passengers are Hallett
Alsop Borrowe, son of Samuel Borrowe,
Vice President of the Equitable Life In-
suirance Company, and James Coleman
Drayton, who marrfed a daughter of Mr
and Mrs, William Astor.

Dirayion =ailed on the Majestic from Liv-
erpool yesterdar. Borrowe, lesrning this
fact after the steamer had left the Mersey,
took the Irish mail at 8 o'elock last might,
and overiook herat Queensiown to-day.. He
is accompavied by Hardy Vane Milbank,
yghose reputation as a dueliss iz Enown
throughout Europe.

Two Awmerican Colonies Upsst.

For two months the American colonies
of London and Paris have heard vague ru-
mors of a prospective duel between Borrowe
and Drayton, growing out of suspicions en-
tertained by Dravton regarding Borrowe's
friendship with Mrs Drayton, which Bor-
rowe has always declared to be entirely
platonic. Friends of Borrowe say that
Drayton recently made charges against his
wife to her parents, and that they agreed to
pay bim £5,000 5 year and $15,000 a year for
their children, who should remain under
her care, but that if she continued the se-
quaintance of Horrowe the children and
their $15.000 should come under the charge
of Drayton.

The latter part of last year Drayton, his
wife and children came to Europe, and he
took a house st Wimbledon, spending most
of his time, however, in London, where he
made the St James Club, in Piccadilly, his
headquarters. Borrowe arrived in London
in January and took up his abode at the
Hotel Vicioria.

A Scene in an English Hotel

Soon after his arrival Drayten found Bor-
rowe and Mrs. Drayton lunching together
at the Midland Grand Hotel. According to
Borrowe’s friends, Drayton came upon them
accompanied by two detectives, and said:
“Caught you again! When are you two go-
ing to bolt?"" and left the room. Tt was not
long afterward that the correspondence
passed between the two men which is print-
ed below, and Drayton endeavored to bring
abont a duel. Borrowe was ready enough,
but his =seconds, Hardy Vane Milbank and
Edward Fox, refused to allow him to fight,
on the ground that Drayton’s conduct in ac-
cepting money, and the fact that he had
been suspicious of his wife five years before
he had challenged Borrowe, forfeited his
right to ask for the satisfaction of a gen-
tleman.

In this decision the seconds were upheld
by no less anthorities than Aurelien Scholl
and the Due de Morny, two of the most cél-
ebrated duelists in France. Nevertheless,
Drayton hes not hesitated, ameong his
friends, to aptribute Borrowe's conduet to
cownrdice.

A Race Against an Ocean Steamer,

Borrowe telegraphed to friends in Amer-
jea, some time ugo, that be would sail yes-
terday on the Majestic. A week ago he
postponed his departure for a week, and
only learned vesterday, after the steamer
had s=ailed, that Drayton was on board

" Fearing that the cirenmstance that he had
snnounced his departure Ly the Majestic
gnd had not sailed on ber, while Drayton
had, might lend eolor to Drayton’s charge
that Borrowe was afraid of him, he started
for Queenstown at an hour’s notice. This
js the reason why there may be a tragedy
on board, though Milbank will do his best
to prevent it. Following is the correspond-
ence above referred to:

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BRAINED BY A BRUTE,

Awful Crime of Dennis Cloo-
nen, the Strong Man of
the Panhandle.

HIS WEAPON WAS A CHAIR.

With It He Crushed His Wife's Skull
and Broke Three Ribs.

HE IS CAPTURED AND CONFESSES.

The Horrible Details of s St. Patrick's Day
Fearful Tragedy.

HIS LITTLE 80N SWEARS VENGEANCE

Dennis Cloonen, the “strong man of the
Paahandle yards,” beat his wife to death
with o chair last night at his home in the
rear of 62 Congress street. The body is at
the Public Morgue in charge of Coroner
MeDowell, and Cloonen isin Central station
pending an inquest.

The details of the affair appear all the
more horrible from the fact that liquor did
not figure in it. Unlike the majority of
murders in Allegheny county of recent
date, the guilty one was perfectly sober and
in full possession of all his fuculties. The
exact cause of the trouble will probabiy
never be known. Cloonen and his wife
were alone at the time. Neighbors heard
the noise, but wgre so accustomed to quar-
rels in the house that they thought nothing
of it. The struggle, which must have been
long and terrible, was witnessed by no one,
and not nntil Cloonen practically admitted
to the affair was anything known of it

The Murderer's Feats of Strensth,

Cloonen is employed as & switchman in
the Panhandle yaras, and is noted for his
strength. Though onlv about 5 feet 5in
height he weighs aver 200 ponnds. He has
frequently distinguished himself by his
ability to hsndle an ordinary iron ril as
others wonld a crowbar. No better evidenees
of his brute power are necessary than the
mutilated body at the morgue and the
splintered remnants of a hard-wood chair,
whieh he used asa weapon. The eonple
were each about 55 vears of age, and have
been married many years, having four male
children, the oldest of whom has seen 25
summers. According to the testimony of
neizhbors, they have frequently gunarreled
during the past four years. Mrs Cloonen,

| being a little person of not more than 120

pounds weight, nsually got the worst of
these domestic hattles.

Cloonen finished work at 6 o’clock last
evening and started for home, arriving there
about half an hour later. Bridget, hiswife,
was alone in the house. She had supper
waiting for him and to all appearances the
meal was over hefore any serious tronble
began. There are no details of the affair

Announced the Marder Himsalfl

the deed. This is her story: e first in-
timation I had of the murder was when
Cloonen ared coatless at mv honse. He
walked into the kitehen &nd in a cool man-
ner said to me: “Go down thers
and see her.” With this he turned
and walked away, leaving me wonder-
jng what he meant. In a few
moments he returned, earrying his enat and
necktie in his hand. He again entered the
kitchen and asked my daughter, Miss
Minaie, to tie his necktie. ~While she was
doing it she asked him what was the matter,
as she saw he was trembling violently. He
said: ‘If anything has happened, T have
done it.” With that he turned and lefi the
honse,

“My daughter and I ran down to Cloon-
en’s, pushing open the door, we found Mrs.
Cloonen lying on the floor in a pool of
blood, gasping for breath. I sent for a doc-
tor and the police and the woman was taken
to the morgue.”

After Cloonen lefti Mrs. Kenney’'s he
‘went to Mrs, MeElmara's, in the rear of

street. There he asked foradrink of water;
